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L HA the Iriſh do, and ever have excelled in 
Arts, or Arms, is a Thing with no (mall Ni- 
gour conteſted, and deny'd by a neighbouring People, 
which are ſo very far from allowing them any Share 
of Elevated Underſtanding, that ſcarcely will they 
acknowledge that any one unfortunately born in Ire- 


land can be capable of Common Senſe or Bravery ; as 


if Iriſhmen, Coward, and Blockhead were Synony- 
mous Terms, and ſignified one, and the ſame thing; 
and when any extraordinary Genius of Ireland hap- 
pens by Encouragement to be diſtinguiſp'd, they im- 
 mediately lay claim to him, crying out as the Jews did 
of Chriſt, can a Prophet come out of Gallilee? Can a 
Man of Senſe come out-of Ireland? This I have heard 
myſelf in regard to the great Ornament, and Friend 
our Country, the REVEREND DEAN SwIrrT ; I 
Hawe been heartily laugh'd at in London for preſuming 
to think ſo Eminent a Genius was an Iriſhman ; and 
full often have ] heard ſeveral different Parts of Eng- 
land honoured with the Name of his Native Place; 
when if I am not impoſed upon, I cou'd go almoſt to 
the Houſe where he was born in Dublin. Their Cou- 
rage and Loyalry, both which pretty much depend up- 
on good Underſtanding, have been ſufficiently, and Ele- 
gantly prov'd by Mr. Foreman in his Letter to the Can- 
did Free-Britton, which ſee.

Fiech, or Fiach, Educated under Dubtach, 
was appointed Biſhop of Sletty by St. Patrick, 
in whole praiſe he writ an Iriſp Hymn con- 
taining 34 Diſtichs; ſome think he writ another 
in praiſe of St. Biaget, which begins, Audite 
Virginis Laudes, and is by others attributed 
to Nimid Lanidjan, and by ſome to Ultan of 
Ardbraccan. An old Author ſays, that St. 
Patrick ordained in that Country ( meanig 
Leinſter) another Biſhop, namely, Fzach, a 
Native of the ſame, remarkable for his ſtrict- 
neſs in Religion, who by command of St. Pa- 
trick. Converted and Baptized the whole Na. 
tion of Ceanſelach, which is the greater and 
better part of Leinſter. This Biſhop Fiach 
kept under his Body, and ſubdued his Fleſhly 
Corrup _ and Luſts, and in his City S/erbtz 
(now Setty in the Queen's County) near the 
River Barrow, in The field, finiſhed a moſt 
religious Courſe of Life. 

Benigne, a Scholar of St. Patrick, and his 
Succeſſor in the See of Armagh, writ a Book, 
part Latin and part Ir:ſh, Of the Virtues and 
Miracles of St. Patrick, to which Jocelin owns 
himſelf beholden. There is extant an Iriſh Po- 
em of the Dublinians Converſion to Chriſtia- 
nity, aſcribed to this Benigne. The Place of 
his Dcath is variouſly reported. 

Jedulzus Scotus, a famous Poet, Orator 
ahd Divine, lived about 490. Trithemius 


gives this account of him, Sedulius, a Scotifh 
* Pricſt, 


Prieſt, from his Infancy educated under Hil- 


in the Scriptures, and moſt accompliſh'd in 
the Learning of the Age, excellent at Com- 
poſures in Proſe and Verſe. For his further 
advancement in Learning, leſt Scotia and 
came into France, from whence he travel- 
led to Italy, and viſited Aſia, laſtly return- 
ing by the Borders of Achaia, in the City of 
Rome great notice was taken of him, tor 
his ſingular Learning. He writ many Latin 
Books in Proſe and Verſe, of which I have 
only met with the Titles. To the Abbot 
Macedonius he dedicated a notable Work, 
compoled according to theOrder of the Goſ- 
pel, which he Intituled, A Paſchal Song in 
Metre, conſiſting of four Books, which be- 
gin thus, Paſchales quicunque dapes. Four- 
teen Books on St. Paul's Epiſtles, in Proſe, 
* which begin thus, Antequam Apoſtolica 
Verba. An Hymn on Chriſt's Miracles, which 
begins, A Solis arts Cardine. To Theodo- 
ſius the Emperor one Book. Notes on the 
large Volumn of Priſcian, one Book. Notes 
on the ſecond Edition of Donatus, one 
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Book. Encouragement to the Faithful, one 


© Book. Letters to ſeveral Perſons; by Sedu 
Aus Scotigena, one Book. Of Chriſt's Mira- 
cles in Proſe, two Books. He alſo publiſh- 
ed ſome others which have clcaped my Ob- 
* ſervation. J7gebert ſays that he was at

Primate U ſher Ak appear, Hi thoſe Gram- 
* matical Pieces arc the Works of another Sedu- 
lius of latter times. The Author of the Chro- 
nicle, ſuppoſed to be Dexter's, makes our Se- 
dulins Biſhop of St. Maria d' Oreto in Spain, 
in the Year 428. Damian a Goes, and Se- 
baſtian Munſter, reckon him among the Sani- 
ards ; But Sedulius Stiles himſelf Scotigena in 
the above mentioned Book of Letters, and ſo 
puts the matter out of Doubt. To this we 
may add the Title of his Notes on St. Paul's 
Epiſtles, which runs thus, Sedulii Scoti Hiber- 
nienſis in omnes Pauli Epiſtolas Collectancum. 
And ſo John Sichard, who firſt publiſhed that 
Work out of a venerable old Copy, which he 
had from the Abbot of Fuld, calls the Author 
Sedulius Hibernienſis, i. e. a Native of Jre- 
land. However ſome learned Men are of o- 
pinion that the Author of thoſe Notes was not 
the Poet, but another Sedulius. His three 
Hy mns are in great eſteem. 
"The firſtbegins, A Solzs ortus cardine. The 
Second, Herodes hoſtis impie. The Third thus, 
$ al ve Sand ta parens enixa puerpera Regem. 
 Frideline, Son of an Triſh King, lived in 
| 495. He built many Monaſteries in France 
and Germany, where he took much pains in 
propagating Chriſtianity. He died in a Mona- 
ſtery of his own erection at Secking or Secane 
| (an Iſle in the Hine) and was there buried. He 
| is reported to have written ſome Pious Ex- 
hortations, beſides other things not now extant. 
St. Catald lived in the cloſe of the 5th Age.

Having 
for ſome Years honourably diſcharg'd his Epiſ- 
copal Function, he went a Pilgrimage to Jeru- 
ſalem, from thence, in obedience to en Hea- 
venly Viſion, he travelled to [zaly, where he 
became Biſhop of Tarentum. Volateran ſays 
further, that Catald was eſtee med at Geneva, 
near the Lake Leman, as Biſhop and Profeſſor 
of that City. Alexander ab Alexandro, who 
lived in 1500, writes thus of him: In the 
« floutiſhing Eſtate of Ferdinand the firſt King 
* of Arragon, when as yet the City and King- 
* dom of Naples were free from theCalamities 
© of War, it is recorded, that Catald, a Reli- 
© vious Man, who was Biſhop of Tarentum a 

© thouſand Tears ſince, and honoured by the 
Citizens there, as their Patron, had appear- 
ed ina tempeſtuous Night, to one in his Sleep, 
© who miniſtred about Holy Things, then late- 
© ly admitted to Orders, and of a virtuous Edu- 
© cation, and warned him to cauſe a Book 
* containing Divine Myſteries, which in his 
© life-time he had writ and hid in ſome obſcure 

© place, to be dug up, and forthwith to be 
laid before the King' s Majeſty ; but he giv- 
ing little credit to the Viſion, the ſame was 
often repeated to him when awake, and one 
Morning very carly, while he continued a- 
© lone in the Temple, but perfectly awake,

Divine Prediction, that ſome ſhort time 
after King Ferdinand himſelf, whether

Perhaps lic 
was the ſame with Biſhop Dagan, whom 
Laurence Archbiſhop of 2 mentions 
in an Epiſtle to the Triſh Biſhops, as a Perſon 
that ſharply maintained the Cuſtoms of [re- 
fand. Biſhop Dagan is ſaid to have writ a 
Book to the Churches of Britain. 

St. Colomban was born in Ireland, abdat 
the Year 560, in the Province of Leinfter. In 
his Youth he applyed himſelf to Learning, and 
made a great Progreſs. Being handfome, and 
nes to give way to worldly Pleaſures, - 
; leit 
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left his Native Cans; — cke 
Oppoſition of his Mother, and going away in- 
to another Province of Tretand, put himlelf 

under the Conduct of the venerable Sinus, 
who had a wonderful Gift for inſtructing his 
Diſciples in Learning and Piety. He made lo 
great a Progreſs in his Schoel, that in a ſhort 
Time he attained much Perfection in the un- 
derſtanding of the Holy Scripture. The Love 
of God daily increaſing in him he entirely for- 
look the World, and became a Monk in the 
Monaſtery of Bangor, under Abbor Congad, 

or Camogeille, where having lived ſeveral Yeats, 
and being deſirous, like Abraham, to travel 

into a aſtrange Country, he acquainred rhe Ab. 
bot with his Intention, who with much Neluc- 
tancy granted him 12 Monks, with whom he 
at firſt paſs d over into England, and from 
thence into France. He was then 30 Years 
of Age. Gontran was King of Burgundy, 
and Childebert of Auſtnaſia. The Deſert of 
Lauge, tho barren and rocky, appeared to him 
agreeable. There he ſtay d, and for his Place 
of Aboad made choiſe of an old ruinous 
Caſtle, called Annegray, where, with his 
Companions, he practis d all the Excrcites'of 
the Religious Profeſſion. St. Colomban's 
Name being become famous, drew to him a 
bundance of People from all Parts, either to 
ſue for cure of Diſeaſes, or to put themſelves 
under his Conduct. This made him reſolve 
to build another Monaſtery in the ſame Daſert, 
and accordingly he luckily foundan old Caſtle,

The Communi— 
ty in a ſhort time became ſo numerous, that, 
as St. Bernard, in the Life of St. Malachias, 
reports, the Monks, following the Example of 
the Acemetes, divided themſelves into ſeveral 


Parcels, to ſing the Divine Office without any 


Incerruption. His Diſciples daily increaſing, 


thoſe two Monaſteries could not contain them x "© 
for which Reaſon he built the Monaſtery of 


Fontaine, a League from Luxeuil, where in 


Proceſs of Time there were 60 Monks. He 


ſubjected this Monaſtery, and the other of Au- 
nagray, to that of Luxeuil, making it the 


Chief, as being the largeſt of the three; and 


this was the firſt original of Priories, which ha- 


ving been founded by Abbics, were ſubordi— 


nate to them. He kept the Cuſtom of [re-

in that Part, and he writ ſeveral Letters to juſti- 


fy himſelf; but would not recede from that 


Error, whereupon he was twice baniſh'd, and 


ſaid to have been miraculouſly brought back. 
Then being offer'd by T7 heodebert, "King of 
Auſtraſia, ſome Place for himſelf and his Di- 


ſciples, near ſuch of his Subjects as ſtill remain- 


ed Infidels, that he might preach the Goſpel to 
them, he travel'd to Zug in Switzerland, and 


finding a convenient ſolitary Place, he reſolv-

Patts were then, cruel and inhuman, following | 
the Worſhip: of Idols; many of whom he con- 
verted by his preaching. Thoſe People being 
re ſolv d ta murder him becauſe St. Gall, one 
of his Companions, had burnt their Temples, 
he remoyed: with his Monks to a Place called 
Arben, on the Lake of Conſtance. His Pro- 
tector King Theodebert being afterwards van- 
quiſh'd by Thierri, who was a proſeſſed Ene- 
my to St. Celomban, he again removed from 
thence into Ita, where he founded the Ab- 
by of Bobio, on Mount Appenin. He wrote 
(lays Sigebert) many laudable and uſeful things, 
among which are his Commentaries on the 
Plalter, A Book againſt the Arrians, which 
Jeuas commends, calling it a Book of Polite 
Learning: Certain Books of the Paſchal Con- 
troverſie, one of which he dedicated to Arige 
a French Bilkop; Thirteen Homilics, publiſh- 
ed by Thomas Maſſing ham, out of the Manu- 
ſcript Copy in the Monaſtery of Bobio; certain 
Epiſtles, ſome of which were publiſhed by 
Coldaſt; allo a Poem, which Henry Canis, 
out of a Manuſcript Copy at Frey/ng, firſt re- 
ſtored to its Author; and a Rule for Monks, 
whichhe firſt delivered to the Galls, publiſh- 
ed in Florilegium Inſ. Sanctor, from the Ma- 
nuſcript Copy in Bobia: One Book of the daily 
Penances of Monks, which is a Manuſcript 
in St. Gell's Library in Switzerland. In France 
there are ex tant two of his Epiſtles to Pope 
Banifacs,, and a modeſt Apology for himſelf, 
being cited to appear before a Provincial Sy- 


nod of France, touching the time for celebrat- 
D ing 
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| ing of Eaſter, which he obſerved according to 
the old Stile. e died on the 2 1ſt of Novem- 
ber, in the Year 615, in Bobjo Monaſtery, 
which he governed but one Year, and was ſuc- 
cceded by Attala of Burgundy. 
' Coempgen (commonly St. Kelvin) a Native 
alſo of Leinſter, and Contemporary with Co- 
lomban, lived for the moſt part at G/endelach, 
in a Monaſtery of his own Erection. He vrit 
(fays Hanmer) one Book of the Origine of the 
Britiſh, another of Hiber and Herimon. He 
died the 3d of June, A. D. 618, aged 120. 
His Name in Latin ſignifies Fair-begotten, as 
I gather from the Writer of his Life. 


St. Colman, the firſt Biſhop of Dromore, 
writ a Rule for Monks, mentioned in the 


Writer of his Life, who ſays that * St. Colman 
fixed his See upon the River Locha, (as the 
divine Prophet Columb ſoretold) where he 
had a great number of Scholars, ferving God

publiſhed by Henry Canis : To theſe we may 


add his Pſalter, which, ſays Joachim Vadian, 
was tranflated into the German Tongue in the 
Reign of Arnu/ph, by /a Notker the Monk, 
nick named for his ſlow ſpeech Balbulus. He 
died of a Fever at Arbone, aged 95 Years, on 
the 16th of October, in the Year 63 5, others 
ſay 625. 5 

St. Carthage (otherwiſe called Mochuta) a 
Native of Kerry, and Scholar of St. Carthage 
the Elder, was Contemporary with St. Gall. 
He built the Abby of Ratheny in Fercall, 
where he was Abbat 40 Years, and had under 


his care at one time 867 Monks. In his old 
Age he was ejected by Blathmac, afterwards 


King of Temoria, and went thence ro Lif- 
more, Where he fixed his Epiſcopal See, and 


built an Hoſpital for Lepers. He writ a Rule 
For Monks in the [riſh Tongue, yet extant.

Diſibod, or Dijibode, an Triſh Biſhop, who 
in 675, or according to Marian Scot, 674, 
having abdicated his Biſhoprick, travelled to 
Germany, in company of ſome other Learned 
Men, where he erected a Monaſtery, in a place 
called after him, (favs Arnold Wion) Mount 
Diſibod, (now Diſenberg, in the Lower Pa- 
latinate) and there died the 8th of July, aged 
above 80. He wrote (according to Dempſter, 
who ſays that he ſaw the Book) of the Profi- 
ciency of Monks in their ſolitary Eſtate, Hil- 
degard, a Nun, who had her Education under 
the Abbeſs Jutta in Mount Diſibod, wrote 
his Life. It is to be found in Surius. 

Maildulph, a Learned Monk, lived in 676. 
He travelled into Britain, and built a little 
Monaſtery at Ingleborne, where opening a 
School, he taught many Perſons in great e- 
ſteem afterwards for their Learning. In the 
ſame place, called after him Mailadulphsburg, 
now Malmsbury in Wiltſhire, a noble Mo- 
naſtcry was built, and richly endowed by the 
Bounty of King Athelſtan, and other Bene- 
factors. He writ of the Obſervation of Eaſter, 
of Tonſure and Celibacy, Rules for attain- 
ing the Arts,and of Natural Sciences, Hymns, 
Dialogues, Epiſtles, with many other things 
not now extant. He died very old at Malmſ- 
lury, and lies interred in his Monaſtery,

A. D. 679, Bede calls him, a good and Wiſe 
Man, well verſed in the Scriptures. He was
